REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to show or teach an apparatus as recited in claims 1 or 15. Specifically, with 
respect to claim 1 , the art does not disclose or make obvious an apparatus having a 
rope locking device as recited, with one part of the rope being releasably locked in one 
side of the rope locking device and can be released by being pulled out sideways from 
the device, as well as an opposite side of the rope locking device being attached to 
another part of the rope, and with the direction reversal means and rope locking device 
being separate and spaced elements so that the locking device can be moved along the 
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rope while the direction reversal means remains fixed. Regarding claim 15, subject 
matter indicated allowable was rewritten in independent form as indicated in the Office 
action dated March 22, 2007.
